Ttie Great Victory at Chattanooga. 


The splendid success of the army under 


Oen. Grant at Chattanooga haa been so 
fully confirmed that there can be no longer 
a doubt &a to its glorious results, 


Tho series of battles commenced on 


Monday, by a reconuoiianco in force bj 
Gen. Grauger. On Tueaday our left wing 
(the 4th Army Corps,) moved upon the 
enemy's worka at the base of Miliionaij 
Ridge, getting possession of them. In the 
meant! mo the 14th Army Corps (Gen. Pal- 
mer), holding the centre and righk of our 
fortifications, moved out, and, in co-opera- 
tion with tho 'Lth Corps, drove the enemy 
from Chattanooga Valley so far as to allow 
an advantageous and successful attack, 
upon Lookout Mountain by Hooker's for 
cea, who were on the extreme right, and to 
enable Sherman's forces, three divisions of 
the 15th Army Corps, which were east of 
Chattanoogtv, and north of the river, to 
cross the Tennessee east of, and at the 
northern slope of Missionary Ridge. 
Sub- 


aequeutly, Sherman, in three terrific and 
bloody (usaults, in two of which he waa re- 
pulsed, wn<i at last successful, drovo the 
enotny completely from Missionary Ridge, 
and by the co operation of Hooker who had 
arrived at the summit ot Lookout Moun- 
tain on tho right, drove the enemy com- 
pletely from this mountain and Miisionary 
Ridge. 


The enemy then retreated down the 


Chickwnauga Valley, abandoning sixty 
cannon, and immense army supplies, to- 
gether with thousands of prisoners. Not- 
withstanding the apparent utter ront of 
tho 
rebel army, it io supposed it will 


make a stand, perhaps in the neighborhood 
of Dalton, thirty miles from Chattanooga. 


One of the first results of this victory 


was the resumption of navigation on the 
Tennessee river, and tho occupation and 
use of the railroad, between Bridgeport and 
Chattanooga, giving abundant and needed 
supplies to our array. Burnside will also 
be immediately relieved. The effect upon 
the country is electric and cheering, giving 
hopes of a speedy close of the rebellion, 
should Meade be equally successful oa th» 
Potomac.

Messrs. Editors:—I [sent you yesterday 


a brief telegram announcing " ANOTHER 
HERO FALLBX," in the death of Major 
Horace M. Wheeler, of'the 6'.u regiment 
Wisconsin volunteers. 


Some of your reader} were acquainted 


with Major Wheeler previous to his mili- 
tary career, end most of them will remem- 
wr him as captain of company E, recruited 
principally, if not wholly, in Janesville, 
and they know the history of the company, 
and of the regiment, up to the time they 
left Wisconsin for the ieat of war. 


My first introduction to." Capt. Wheeler" 


waa by Lieut. Glum, oue hot day in the 
summer of 1861, as I was passing [down 
Pennsylvania Avenue.'.where the regiment 
lad ju»t arrived, and were being quartered 
at the colonization building for the night. 
[ had been anticipating'their arrival, hav- 
ng been informed by an old acquaintance 
from Baltimore two daya before, that " the 
best regiment, both in discipline aud drill," 
that had up to that time arrived in that 
city, waa then encamped near Government 
Cemetery, and to the enquiry as to what 
regiment he had reference, he answered, 
'the 5th Wisconsin." 
The same good 


opinion I afterwards heard freely expressed 
by the numerous visitors who witnessed 
their evening parades while encamped at 
Meridian Hill. After a short encampment, 
bow ever, they marched in company with 
the 6th Wisconsin, and what Bull Run had 
spared of the veteran old 2d, over on to 
the rebel aoil of the Old Dominion, aud hero 
by brigade organization they became asso- 
ciated with the 6th Maine, and like true 
brothers in arms, they have stood shoulder 
to shoulder ever aiuce, It* inactivity for 
the first aix months marked the general 
character of the army of the Potonmc, it 
was not the misfortune of these two regi- 
ments to participate in it, as the axo and 
the spade abundantly certify. 


I need not follow them through tho sub- 


sequent campaign of the Peninsula. In 
the numerous battles and skirmishes of that 
unfortunate campaign they ever behaved 
gallantly, courageously—the labor there 
performed, the suffering tbero endured, few 
will ever appreciate. 


At the battle of Fredericksburg, in the 


early part of the present year, it waa the 
fortune of the 5th Wisconsin to take a con- 
spicuous part, assaulting in the most gal- 
lant manner a strongly fortified position, 
and capturing the celebrated Washington 
artillery of New Orleans. At this battle 
Major Wheeler was wounded, aud to recov 
er from which he was granted a furlough 
of sixty days, rejoining his regiment again 
soon after the battle oi Gettysburg. 


But by far the sharpest conflict, the 


quickest and most thorough work, that has 
been performed by any corps during the 
war, was at the recent surprise and capture 
of tho rebel works upon the Rappahan 
nock, in which the 6th Maine and 5th VMS 
cousin were in the advance, and where the 
gallant Major Wheeler received his fatal 
wound. 


I need not recount the particulars of this 


eminently successful though sanguinary 
conflict. The account of It, as given by 
the^Waihington correspondent of the New 
York Tribune of Nov. 9th, in a few words, 
and extensively copied, agrees in'.every ma- 
larial point with what I have heard from 
the lips of the wounded officers and men 
who participated iu it. 


The precise nature of the major's wound 


—the ball entering his aide, and passing 
entirely through the body—could only be 
inferred from tho symptoms, which for the 
first ten days were considered quite favora- 
ble. 
But upon tho eleventh day there 


seemed to be a material change. The lat- 
ter part of the day, and during the night 
he waa at intervals unconscious, and early 
in the day of Thursday, Nov. 9th, conse- 
crated to the memory of thousands of our 
brave heroes who fell at Gettysburg, his 
spirit passed away to join theirs. Upon a 
subsequent examination it was evident 
that hii wound was fatal from tho lirst— 
the ball in its passage having injured the 
•pifie. This afternoon at 2 o'clock, under 
an eicort of four companies or the 1511 New 
York volunteers,'the remains were followed 
to the Baltimore depot, to be forwarded by 
express to Boston, and by order of tho aeo- 
retaiy of war an officer was detailed to ac- 
company the heart-stricken wife, and to 
assist in the funeral ceremonies in that 
city. 


Thus fought and fell, yet triumphant in 


his fall, another of our brave heroes, whose 
spirit bath .gone to join those that John 
saw " under the altar, of them that were 
slain, crying, How long, 0 Lord, holy and 
true, doit thou not judge and avenge our 
blood; and white robes were given unto 
every one of them ; and if waa said unto 
them, that they should rest yet for a little 
season until their fellow servants also, and 
their brethren that should be killed as they 
were, should be fulfilled."

AIODT PEAT.—The St. Paul Press is ju- 


bilant over the discovery in that neighbor- 
hood, of large beds of " peat," or " turf," 
as it is called in Ireland. Sixty acrea of it 
have been found adjoining the city of St. 
Paul, which, it is estimated, will supply the 
city with fuel for one hundred yenrs. 
It 


also abounds ia other localities. The rea- 
•on of the joy is that wood coats $8 per 
cord, while " peat" can be furnished at 
$2.50a3.00; and a cord of the latter is said 
to be equal to a cord of the former. The 
Press claims that it ia equal to coal, for 
manufacturing purposes ; and better thun 
either wood or coal tor household uso. 


The people of this city have pasaed thro1 


a somewhat similar experience. 
Wo had 


our peat excitement here several years ago. 
Vast quantities of the article exist in the 
neighborhood. For a few weeks after it 
waa first experimented with, it was thought 
it would supersede wood and coal. In the 
enthusiasm of the time tho post-office near- 
est us, in Middleton, was named Peatville. 
But tho peat failed to realize the expecta- 
tions formed respecting it. It would burn 
and make a hot nre, but it left a residue of 
ashes and slag considerable larger than the 
original quantity of pe&t burned, which 
cansed ao much trouble that it waa prevent' 
•d from coming into general ute.—Madi- 
son Journal^

iHeado bit* Crossed tlko Rupldan. 


A Washington 
dispatch atatss that 


Meade's whole army crossed the Rapidan 
on the 26th without any opposition that 
could be called serious. The next day all 
the army trains and transportation follow, 
ed the army across tha river, and were push- 
ing rapidly forward without serious opposi- 
tion. The rebel army is supposed to be 
intrenched between Orange Court House 
and Gordonsv-ille. Another report states 
that Lee is making the best of hi» 'w»y to 
Richmond.. 


Tbe Great Victory at Clmttmnooga. 


The splendid success of the army under 


Gen. Grant at Chattanooga has been so 
fully confirmed that there can be no'longer 
6 doubt as to it3 glorious results. 


Tho series of battles commenced on 


Monday, by a reconubisanco in force by 
Gen. Granger. On Tuesday onr left wing 
(the 4th Army Corpo;) moved cpon the 
enemy's works at the base of Miwionwy 
Ridge, getting possession of them. In the 
meantime the 14th Army Corps (Gen. Pal- 
mer), holding the centre and right of our 
fortifications, moved out, and, in co-opera- 
tion with the 4th Corps, drove the enemy 
from Chattanooga Valley ao far aa to allow 
an advantageous and successful attack, 
upon Lookout Mountain by Hooker's for- 
ces, who were on the extreme right, and to 
enable Sherman's forces, three divisions of 
the loth Army Corps, which were east of 
Chattanooga, and north of tho river, to 
cross the Tennessee east of, and at the 
northern slope of Missionary Ridge. Sub- 
sequently, Sherman, in three terrific and 
bloody assaults, in two of which he was re- 
pulsed, was at last successful, drove the 
enemy completely from Missionary Ridgs, 
and by the co-operation of Hooker who had 
arrived at the summit of Lookout Moun- 
tain on the right, drove the enemy com- 
pletely from this mountain and Missionary 
Ridge. 


The enemy then retreated down the 


Chickamauga Valley, abandoning sixty 
cannon, and immense army supplies, to- 
gether with thousand's of prisoners. "Not- 
withstanding the apparent ntter root of 
the 
rebel army, it ia supposed it will 


make a stand, perhaps in the neighborhood 
of Dalton, thirty miles from Chattanooga. 


One of tho first results of" this victory 


was the resumption of navigation on the 
Tennessee river, and the occupation and 
use of the railroad, between Bridgeport and 
Chattanooga, giving abundant and needed 
supplies "to our army. Burnside will also 
be immediately relieved. The effect upon 
the country is electric and cheering, giving 
hopes of a speedy close of the rebellion, 
should Meade be equally successful on th» 
Potomao.

Our Klehmond Prlaomra, 


Ninety-five of onr surgeons, released 


from Libby prison, have arrived in Wash- 
ington, They confirm the barbarons treat- 
ment of Union prisoners at Richmond. 
Tho mortality is great. Nothing but corn 
bread and sweet potatoes is now furnished. 
Meat no longer constitutes a portion of 
the rations. The surgeons say: "2n one 
instance the ambulances brought dixteen 
to the hospital, and eleven of them died in 
twenty four hours. Again eighteen were 
brought and eleven of them died in twenty 
four hours." " We are horrified when we 
picture the wholesale misery and death 
that will come with the bitter frosts of win- 
ter. 
Recently seven hundred prisoners per 


duy-ware being removed to Danville. In 
two instances we were standing in view of 
them ns their ranks filed past. It was a 
sad sight to see the attenuated forms and 
pallid faces of men a few months sinco ro- 
bust and in vigorous health. 


Numbers were without shoes, nearly all 


without blankets, or overcoats, and not a 
man did we see who was well and fully 
clad. But to the credit of prisoners in 
Richmond, all ranks, be it recorded, that 
all along they have shown heroic fortitude 
under suffering, and spurning all idea that 
their Government had fnrgotten them."

Messrs. Editors:—I [sent yon yesterday 


a brief telegram announcing " ATOIHEA 
HEBO PALLBK," in the death of Major 
'Horace M. Wheeler, of 'the i'.b, regiment 
Wisconsin-volunteers. 


Some of your readers were acquainted^ 


^ritTTMajor Wheeler previous to his mili- 
tary career, End most of them will remem- 
ber him as captain of company B, recruited 
principally, if not wholly, in Janesville, 
and thty know the history of the company, 
and of the regiment, up to the time they 
left Wisconsin for the seat of war. 


Myfirit introduction to/' Capt. Wheeler" 


wa» by Lieut. Clum, one hot day in the 
summer of 1861, as I was passing ^down 
Pennsylvania Avenue.'.where the regiment 
had just arrived, and were being quartered 
at the colonization building for the night. 
I had been anticipating^their arrival, hav- 
ing been informed by an old acquaintance 
from Baltimore two days before, that " the 
best regiment, both in discipline and drill," 
that had up to that time arrived in that 
city, was then encamped near Government 
Cemetery, and to the enquiry as to what 
regiment he had reference, he answered, 
"the 6th Wisconsin." 
The same good 


opinion I afterwards heard freely .expressed 
by the numerous visitors who witnessed 
their evening parades while encamped at 
Meridian Hill. After a short encampment, 
however, they marched in company with 
the 6th Wisconsin, and what Bull Run had 
spared of the veteran old 2d, over on to 
the rebel soil of the Old Dominion, and here 
by brigade organization they became asso- 
ciated with the 6th Maine, and like true 
brothers in arms, they have stood shoulder 
to shoulder ever since. If inactivity for 
the first sii months marked the general 
character of the army of the Potomac, it 
was not the misfortune o? these two regi- 
ments to participate in it, as the axe and 
the spade abundantly certify. 


I need not follow them through the snb- 


seqnant campaign of tha Peninsula. In 
the numerous battles and skirmishes of that 
unfortunate campaign they ever behaved 
gallantly, courageously—the labor there 
performed, the suffering there endured, few 
will ever appreciate. 


At the battle of Fredericksburg, in the 


sarly part of the present year, it was the 
fortune of the 5th Wisconsin to take a con- 
spicuous part, assaulting.in the most gal- 
lant manner a strongly fortified petition, 
and capturing the celebrated Washington 
artillery of New Orleans. At thla battle 
M»jor Wheeler was wounded, and to recov- 
er from which he was granted a furlough 
of girty days, rejoining his regiment again 
soon after the battle of Gettysburg, 


Bat bj far the sharpest conflict, the 


quickest and most thorough work, that has 
been performed by any corps during the 
war, w»s at the recent surprise and.capture 
of tho rebel works upon the Rappahan- 
nock, in which the 6th Maine and 5th Wis- 
consin were in the advance, and where the 
gallant Major Wheeler received his fatal 
wound. 


I need not recount the particulars of this 


eminently successful though sanguinary 
conflict. The account of it, as given by 
ohe'Washington correspondent of the New 
York Tribune of Nov. 9th, in a few words, 
and extensively copied, agrees in'every ma- 
tarial point with what I have heard from 
the lips of the wounded officers and men 
who participated in it. 


The precise nature of the mojor's wonnd 


—the ball entering his side, and passing 
entirely through the body—could only be 
inferred from tho symptoms, which for the 
first ten d»yi were considered quite favora- 
ble. But upon the eleventh day there 
leemed to be a material change. 
Tho lat- 


ter part of the d»y, and during the night 
he was at intervals unconscious, and early 
in the day of Thursday, Nov. 9th, conse- 
crated to the memory of thousands of our 
brave heroes who fell at Gettysburg, his 
spirit passed away to join theirs. Upon a 
subsequent eiamination it was evident 
that hii wound was fatal from tho lirst— 
the ball in its passage having injured the 
spine. Thii afternoon at 2 o'clock, under 
an eicort of four companies or the 153 New 
York volunteers,'the remains were followed 
to the Baltimora depot, to be forwarded by 
express to Boston, and by order of tho aeo- 
rotary of war an officer was detailed to ac- 
company the heart-stricken wife, and to 
assist in the funeral oereraoniei in that 
city. 


Thus fought and fell, yet triumphant in 


his fall, another of our brave heroes, whoso 
spirit hath ,,'gone to join those that John 
saw " under the ftltar, of them that were 
«l»in, crying, How long, 0 Lord, holy and 
true, do»t thon not judge and avenge our 
blood; and white robea were given unto 
every one of them ; and itVas said unto 
them, that they should rest yet for a little 
season until their fellow servants also,-and 
their brethren that should bo killed as they 
w«e, ahonld be fulfilled."

bilant over the discovery in that neighbor- 
hood, of large beds of "peat," or " turf," 
as it in called in Ireland. Sixty acres of it 
have been found adjoining the city of St. 
Paul, which, it is estimated, will supply the 
'city with fuel for one hundred years. It 
also abounds in other localities. 
The rea- 


ion of the joy is that wood costs $8 per 
cord, while " peat" can be furnished at 
$2.60a3.00; and a cord of the latter is said 
to be equal to a cord of the former. The 
Press claims that it is equal to coal, for 
manufacturing purposes ; and better thun 
either wood or ooal tor household uso. 


The people of this city have passed thro1 


a somewha't similar experience. 
Wo had 


onr peat excitement here several years ago. 
Vast quantities of tho article' exist in the 
neighborhood. 
For B few weeks after it 


was first experimented with, it was thought 
ii would supersede wood and coal. Ia the 
enthusiasm of the time tho post-office near- 
est ns, in Middleton, was named Peatville. 
But the peat failed to realize the expecta- 
tions formed respecting it. It would burn 
and make a hot fire, but it left a residue of 
aahes and slag considerable larger than the 
original quantity of peat burned, which 
caused 10 much trouble that it was prevent- 
ed from coming into general u»e.—Madi- 
son JmirnaL_

thinning the rebel army. 


The number of cannon captured, thus far 


reported, is 52, including the celebra- 
ted Loomis' 'Battery, loat at tbe^ Chicka- 
munga.

small loss on our side, capturing about-40 
pieces of artillery, a large quantity of small 
arms, camp and garrison equipage, besides 
the arms in the hands of prisoners. We 
captured 2,000 prisoners, of whom 200 
were officers of all grades, .from colonel 
down. 


We will pursue the enemy in the morn- 


ing. The conduct of the officers and troops 
was everything that could be expected. 
Missionary Ridge was carried simultane- 
ously, at six different points.

The reports from Chattanooga, received 


at the war department, represent that 300 
prisoners were captured from the rebels 
yesterday, with 52 cannon. 5,000 stand of 
Hnall arms, and 10 flags, 'The rebel_forces 
were utterly routed, and to-day are in full 
retreat towards Dalton, Georgia. They 
are burning the bridges after them to re- 
tard pursuit; they are also burning their 
depots and stores, and abandoning or de- 
stroying everything that will embarrass 
them in their flight. 


LOBISVILLK, Nov. 26. 


The Journal's special from Chattanooga, 


25th, saye: " General Breckinridge's son 
has just been brought in a prisoner.— 
Among the killed are Capt. Barney, Lieut. 
Wise and Col. Putnam.

War Department from Grant state that the 
pereuit of the rebels was continued yester- 
day by Hooker and Thomas. ^Bragg at- 
tempted to make a stand at Chickamunga 
Station, but was again forced back. The 
rebels were in full retreat on _Calton. 
There is nothing later from Bnrnsids. 


It is conjectured that Longstreet will at- 


tempt to rejoin Bragg but ample provision 
has been made to prevent the consummation 
of any sueh attempt. He will therefore be 
forced to retreat into Virginia if he is able 
to get away at all. 


There is official authority for asierting 


that iu the several battles just faught be- 
fore Chattanooga, we have captured 7,000 
prisoners at least.

More detailed but not strictly official, tele- 
grams say that wherever we reach portions 
of Brapg's army in arms, they instantly 
throw them down and scatter like fright- 
ened sheep, leaving all stragglers, the largo 
number of discontented who desire to be 
taken, and the wounded, in our hands. 
They also, iu the same manner, abandoned 
artillery, ammunition, and transportation 
wagons, caissons, knapsacks, and every- 
thing that can possibly impede their flight. 


In this way sufficiently more of their ar- 


tillery fell into our hands yesterday, to 
swell the total amount of pieces taken to 
sixty, before onr troops stopped to rest for 
the night. Their progress was everywhere 
lighted by large fires of stores of all de- 
scriptions, to which the rebels applied the 
torch to prevent them from falling into our 
hands. They also burned all th'e bridges 
they had time to fire before we were upon 
them, in hopo of thus delaying the impetu- 
osity of our pursuit. What is left of Bragg's 
boasted army ii but a panic-stricken mob. 
It is not believed that the enemy will make 
any stand this side of Dalton, Georgia.
